DEAR Editor,— The reviewer of Ivar the Viking seems to me to 
somewhat misunderstand the present state of the Aryan question. He 
says that it was a little sad, .... to be taught that we were not Aryans at 
all. That we are Aryans is, I believe, uncontroverted The point at 
issue between Professor Max Muller and the whole, or very nearly the 
whole body of modern scholars, is, as to the dwelling place of our Aryan 
ancestors before their separation. Professor Max Muller’s verdict in 1887 
was similar, to that which he gave forty years earlier. “ Somewhere in 
Asia.” To other scholars, the view that the origin of the Aryan race must 
be sought in the West rather than in the East, seems the more probable. 
The further question, as to which of the four chief neolithic races the 
primitive Aryans must be identified with, remains an open one.
